right himself, which leads me to 
believe the diving beetle is not so 
dumb.

Marshall Gives Note 


To Red Envoy, but 
Contents Not Revealed

WASHINGTON, June 6—(/Pi— 
The United States demanded di­ 
rectly to the Soviet government 
today that the Russian blockade 
of Berlin be lifted. 
Secretary of 
State 
Marshall 
presented the American note of 
protest personally to Soviet Am* 
bahadur Alex ander S. Pany ush- 
1 kin. 
Immediately 
afterw ard, State 
Department P re s , Officer Lincoln 
White issued this statement:

"Ambassador Pany ushkin call­ 
ed on the secretary at 
11:30 
O’clock (EDT) this morning and 
was given a note regarding the 
situation in Berlin. 
"The ambassador w as-informed 
, that it is not the intention of this 
government to make the contents 
of toe note public until the Soviet 
government had a i easonabie per- 
! iud of time to study the note and 
j make its reply .” 
The United States acted in con­ 
cert with Britain and France in 
protesting strongly 
the 
Soviet 
blockade of jh e German capital. 
White officially gave no m tim - 
! ation of the line which 
Marshall 
! took. 
Other 
diplomatic 
informants 
said there appeared no doubt that 
he demanded the immediate lifting 
of the Berlin blockade, and pro­ 
tested Russia’s recent policies in 
the German capital They said he 
argued that 
the Soviet 
Union 
must directly accept responsibil­ 
ity for any lack of supplies among 
the millions of Germans living 
in Berlin. 
White did not define what was 
meant by a "reasonable period 
of time ’ rn which the Soviet gov­ 
ernment could study the American 
note but 
presum ably it m eant 
several day s at least. 
The contents of the notes from 
the three 
w estern powers 
are 
not ex pected to be disclosed for 
several day s. Notes similar to that 
of the U. S. were understood to 
have been handed the Soviet am ­ 
ba 
adm s in London arid Paris. 
Pany ushkin said Marshall had 
not ex pressed to him directly any 
views on Berlin He did say what 
they talked about during the time 
he was in the secretary ’s office. 
Pany ushkin 
told reporters as 
he left the departm ent that he 
had received a note from Marshall 
but didn t know what was in it. 
He was in M arshall’s office for 
14 minutes. 
Amel iran sources had said M ar­ 
tia l! would protest Soviet poli- 
os in Berlin and present a de­

'False Prediction' 


Brings Lawsuit 


LONDON, July 6—« sP>— J. P. 
Whitford, an American consulting 
engineer, sued two London doctors 
today for telling him in 19 42 that 
he had only a few m ore months to 
live.

The usual metho d o f testing the 
ey esight is by the use o f what is 
kno wn as a Snellen chart which co n­ 
sists o f ro ws o f letters o f v ario us 
size*. The patient who is being 
ex amined is placed 2 0 feet away 
fro m the chart, and it i* assumed, 
if he can read th* line marked 2 0 , 
that his v isio n is no rmal o r 2 0 -2 0 . 
F.y a Fatigue 
Acco rding to Dr. Jo hn DeWitt 
Scho nwald, many perso n* with 2 0 - 
2 0 v isio n do no t hav e no rmally func­ 
tio ning ey es and, in co nsequence, 
may dev elo p ay rnpto ms o f ey e fa­ 
tigue, such as headache. Unable to 
use their ey es fo r intensiv e study , 
they may lo se interest in their wo rk 
o r may ev en sto p scho o l entirely . 
In these cases, much o f the diffi­ 
culty is due to fatigue o f the muscle 
which co ntro l* the lens o f the e y e ., 
This muscla is called the ciliary 
muscle. Two ty pes o f ey e co nditio ns 
are asso ciated with o v erwo rk o f this I 
muscle, namely farsightedness and 
astigmatism. 
Co rnea and Lena 
In astigmatism, either o r bo th o f 
two impo rtant structures o f the ey e 
are slightly misshapen. Thc.e are; 
tho co rnea, o r fro nt part o f the ey e- 
I all, and th* lens. If these are no t 
ex actly spherical in shape, the dis- j 
to rtio n is auch that a perfect image 
canno t be pro duced o n the retina o r 1 


back o f the ey e under any circum­ 
stances. Nev ertheless, if the disto r­ 
tio n is no t great, the ey e makes the 
attempt to do so , seeking a clear 
image by co nstant adjustments o f 
the ciliary muscle. Thus, the ciliary 
muscle is o v erwo rked, with the re­ 
sult that fatigue, headache, and 
blurred v isio n o ccur. 
A special test, using a glass lens, 
is necessary to detect astigmatism. 
Hy pero pia o r 
farsightedness can 
also be readily fo und by lining a pair 
o f glasses fitted with a special lens. 
If the perso n can read thro ugh such 
glasses, it is pro v ed that the ey e is 
no t no rmal. Thus, in testing the 
ey es, no t o nly sho uld the Snellen 
chart o r ro me similar chart be em­ 
plo y ed hut also the two 
lenses fo r 
disco v ering astigmatism and far­ 
sightedness. 
Fiv e Ro we 
It has been suggested that fiv e 
ro ws o f letters o f equal size be em­ 
plo y ed in making the test and that 
the perso n tested attempt to read 
the chart at v ary ing distances. If 
he must get w ithin two o r three feet 
to read the letters, o f co urse it 
means that the ey esight is no t no r­ 
mal, o r if he can read them fro m 
greater than no rmal distance o r 
hacks away fro m the chart, it also 
indicates so me abno rmality . 
In any ev ent, regular ex aminatio n 
of the v isio n is impo rtant, and par­ 
ticularly when there are sy mpto ms 
o f ey e strain.

to be in for a 
political fight over the governor­ 
ship that 
may rival 
previous 
campaigns for that office. 
Ohioans once voted their tick­ 
ets pretty straight in presidential 
years, and it was a safe bet that 
the party carrying the state for 
president also 
would 
elect its 
candidate for governor 
But in recent years Ohio voters 
have shown more independence 
and picked their governors with­ 
out being influenced by the pres­ 
idential ticket. 
This has 
been 
especially true 
at the two 
last 
presidential elections 
Eight years 
ago in the 
presi­ 
dential race Franklin D, Roose­ 
velt carried the state over Wen­ 
dell W illkie 
by almost 
150,000 
plurality, but Republican John W. 
Bricker was elected governor over 
Democrat Martin 
L. Davev by 
364.000. 
In 1944 the tables were turned. 
The Republica! presidential ticket 
carried the state 
by more than 
11.000, while the Democrats walk­ 
ed away with the governorship by 
a plurality of 112,000 
This year, so far as Ohio is con­ 
cerned, it will be just another 
presidential election. Unless the 
Democrats should 
nominate an 
Ohioan for president or vice pres­ 
ident, neither party will have a 
home product 
on the 
national 
ticket. Consequently Ohio interest 
could be chiefly in the race for 
governor. 
In the gubernational race, the 
incumbent Republican, Thomas J. 
Herbert, will have 
certain ad­ 
vantages, chiefly through patron­ 
age, over his Democratic opponent, 
Frank J. Lausche. The ' ins’’ gen­ 
erally are conceded to have the 
advantage over the “outs" in that 
respect. 
Patronage, however, has never 
been relied upon by Lausche to 
win elections. He had no patron­ 
age support four years ago when 
he was 
first elected 
governor. 
During his one term his indepen­ 
dence of both the state and local 
Democrat 
organizations 
netted 
him little in patronage 
support 
when he came up for re-election 
two years ago 
I tusche was defeated for re­ 
election by 
Governor 
Herbert, 
but few observers have credited' 
his defeat to lack of patronage 
support 
The tide of opposition 
to the Democratic 
national 
ad- j 
ministration swept almost every­ 
thing before it. This 
opposition I 
was based chiefly on the then cur­ 
rent lack of meat. Everyone was | 
mad because they could not get 
meat and blamed the Democrats 
for the shortage 
I.ausche’s popularity in his own i 
party w*as indicted by his smash­ 
ing victory in last May’s primary 
His chief opponent, former Mayor 
Ray T Miller, of Cleveland, w ho 
claimed almost solid organization 
support, was smothered under an 
avalanche of votes. 
Governor 
Herbert 
still 
has 
several political fences to repair 
before 
he can 
count on 
solid 
Republican support in November 
His handling of the legislature in 
its regular session last year was 
all but conducive to party har­ 
mony.
